of the Russian tariff law, and increas- 
ing the rate on American bicycles, un- 
der Article 173 of a Russian laws. 
| This action is irely apart from 
that taken in connection with Russian 
sugar, and is a new development in 
the discriminatory duties imposed by 
this government and the retaliatory 
duties impoged by Russia. The order of 
the Russian Minister is to take effect 
next Friday, or two weeks from the 
date of its issuance. 

RUSSIA RESPONSIBLE.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—At_ the 

Treasury Department it is stated that 

the imposition of a duty on petroleum 

was not a matter within the discre- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
but was made mandatory by the Din- 
gley Tariff Act, which directs the Sec- 
reatry, in case any foreign country 
imposes a duty on petroleum imported 
from the United States, to take cor- 
responding action. This government, 
in eompliance with the law, imposed

against Russian petroleum, as that 
country took the initiative against the 

American article.

Bicycles are now taxable at the rate 
of $9.26 each. The imposition of the 
rate adopted advances these figures by 
just 30 per cent. 

The latest retaliation on the part of 
Russia emphasized the issue which hod 
erisen previously over Russian sugar. 
Owing to the tariff war growing out of 
the sugar decision, pressure has been 
brought to bear upon the government, 
through commercial and itndustria! 
channels, to secure an adjustment with 
Russia. 

In some cases special intereste, ma-

Cable.] Ex-Gov. Hazen 8. of 
Michigan died here tonight at 11:35 

o'clock. His son was the only one pres- 

ent at the time. The attending doctor 

left Pingree’s bedside at about 11:15 

o'clock, promising to return shortly. 

H. 8. Pingree, Jr., who had been 
watching at his father’s side for four 
days and who has not removed his 
clothes during the time, noticed a sud- 
den change in his father’s condition. 
He had hardly reached the — 
bedside when his father died peacefully, 
without speaking a word. 

Young Pingree has wired to his 

mother and his uncle In the United 
States not to come to London. The 
body will be embalmed and taken to 
his home. 
The diagnogis made by London spe- 
cialists of the cancerous affection of the 
intestines, from which Pingree suffered, 
left no hope for the patfent’s recovery. 
Toward the end of his iliness, Pingree 
suffered great pain, and weakened 
rapidly. He was unable to retah 
nourishment. His mind, however, re- 
of Tuesday, he was practically kept 
alive by injections of strychnine and 
drugs administered to lessen his pain.

DETROIT (Mich.) June 1%.--Hasen 
Senter Pingree was born at Denmark, 
Me. In 1840. In 1962, he enlisted in the 
Wit Massachusetts Heavy Artillery 
and served until the end of the war, 
when he located in Detroit, embark- 
ing in the manufacture of shoes. 

In 1839, the Repypblican party nome 
inated ex-Gov. Pingree for Mayor of 
Detroit, and he was elected by over 
two thousand majority. He wae re- 
elected in 1891, 1893 and 1895 by ine 
creased majorities each time. In 1894, 
he was elected Governor of Michigan by 
83,000 plurality, running ahead of the 


re#lected Governor in 1898 by about one 
hundred and sixty thousand plurality, 
and served out his term, which expired 
in 1990. Last March he started on a trip 
to South Africa, which resulted in his 
death in London. 

Ex-Gov. iPngree, while he was Mayor, 
accomplished many municipal reforms, 
among others forcing the gas company 
to lower rates 50 cents per thousand; 
establishing the public-lighting plant; 
organizing the Detroit railway 
3-cent-fare ‘basis; lowering

ATTACKED BY INSURGENTS. 


Fruit Company's Vessel Held Up by 
Colombian Rebels, Wut the Captain 


Puts Out to Sea. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW ORLEANS, June 18.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch) The United States 
Fruit Company's liner Jamaica, from 
Bocas Del Toro and Foce, which ar- 
rived last night at midnight, brings 
information that while at Cocle, which 
is 100 miles from Bocas, in Panama, 
the vessel was attacked by insurgents. 
About sixty-five of these came down 
to Cocle, and sent a letter aboard ad- 
dressed to Capt. Petersen, demanding 
that the Colombian government offi- 
cers on board be sent ashore, also the. 
pilot and a doctor. 

Capt. Petersen refused to comply, 
and the insurgents secured a sailboat 
and tried to board the Jamaica, which 
was compelled to go out to sea. It 
was necessary to apply for aid from 
Bocas before the Jamaica could get 
its cargo of bananas at Cocle. 

A few months ago, insurgents at 
Cocle captured two Norwegian boats 
at that port, and after salling them 
around until the coal ran out, beached 
them.

FIVE VILLAGES TO DISAPPEAR.

“do you know how many cigars there 
are in this city?” ' 

The newspaper man confessed he had 
not had time to count them all sep- 
arately, and therefore was not able to 
answer his question quite categorically. 

Why.“ he went on, “they actually 
run into millions. There are eight or 
ten houses here that job cigars and 
L. am told they carry from 100,000 to 
600,000 cigars all the time in stock. Yes, 
one wholesale houge on Los Angeles 
street, I am informed, has in stock 
600,000 cigars all the time. Another 
has nearly 400,000. The whole sum in 
the hands of these jobbers must be 
about 3,000,000 cigars. These are com- 
ing in and going out daily. How many 
do you suppose the rgtail merchants 
have on hand? . 

“That is a more difficult story,” said 
the paper reporter. The Los Angeles 
wholesale houses ship out goods as 
far north as Fresno and San Luis 
Obispo, and as far east as El 
and Albuquerque. There are probably 
not less than three thousand stores in 
this territory, which sell cigars. Some 
big retailers have 10,000 to 20,000 them- 
selves, and the smallest have se 
thousands. * 

“Oh! yes, these retailers have more 
on hand than the wholesalers.” 

The surprised business man was more 
surprised to learn that whereas there 
are several hundreds of brands of 
cigars, and that some jobbing houses 
have a trade of more or less magni- 
tude in a dozén, or perhaps in a score 
brands, yet they make contracts with 
factories some times to sell half a 
million cigars in a year, and even up- 
ward of that figure. Some big houses 
in San Francisco claim to sell two or 
even three miliion cigars of a certain 
‘brand in a year.

Mr. Vroom came into Mr. Sare's 
office on the morning of that day, 
holding among others “puts” sold by 
the latter upon 580 shares of Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific. 

The stocks in which Mr. Vroom bad 
the privileges were then selling so 
low, according to the tape, that if he 
could buy them about those figures 
he could then deliver them to Mr. 

Sage at the figures named in his 
“puts” and make a net profit of many 
thousands. He handed his privileges 
over to Mr. .Sage—who has them yet— 
and asked the financier to buy in the 
stocks for him as a broker, whereupon 
he would then sell them to Mr. Sage 
at the “put” prices. 

From this point the stories diverge. 
Mr. Sage said recently, in discussing 
the matter: “Rock Island was selling

HAT LIBRARY 
DONATION. 


Mayor Snyder Favors Ben- 
tral Park for the 
Building Site. 


The efforts of thé Southern 
California Historical Society 
to secure a new library build- 
ing for Los Angeles have 
been brought to the attention 
of city officials, and it is prob- 
able that at the proper time 
due encouragement will be 
received from the Mayor and 
Council. When asked about 
the matter yesterday, Mayor 
Snyder said: 

“Yes, I have been advised of 
the intention ofa New York 
capitalist to make the city a 
library donation, under cer- 
tain conditions. I was in- 
formed of the matter by a 
representative of the Southern 
California Historical Society. 
The mission of my informant 
was to learn if the city, 
through the Mayor and Conn- 
cil, will assist the project to 
the extent of furnishing a site

“As 1 told him, I see no rea- 
son why the city cannot do its 
share toward bringing to Los 
Angeles this donation. Of 
course I am not authorized to 
bay that a site will be fur- 
nished, although I wili heart- 
ily favor sucha plan.

FUEL OIL FOR FERRIES. 

The recent application made by the 
Southern Pacific Company for permis- 
sion to substitute petroleum for coal 
as a fuel on ferryboats on San Fran- 
cisco Bay, has been referred to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. That offi- 
cla! ts authorized by section 4474, of 
the Revised Statutes of the United 
States to grant such permission if ap- 
proved by the inspector of the district. 

In addition to the tanks the combus- 
tion chambers must be approved by the 
local inspector in the same way that 
they pass on furnaces arranged for 
burning coal, says the San Francisco 
Chronicle.

It is a fact weil worth noting that a 
larger percentage of the Scandinavians 
engage in agriculture than of any 
other group of our population.

seven of the Germans, and one out of 
twelve of the Irish choose agriculture 
as their profession. 

EARLY NORWEGIAN IMMIGRANTS. 


As indicated by the statistics quoted 
above, Norwegian immigration did not 
amount to much tefore the year 1836. 
In that year two ships brought immi- 
grants from Stavanger, in the south- 
western part of eke eb to New York. 
These were the so-called Kohler brigs, 
the one named Norden (the north) ane 
the other Den Norske Klippe (the 
Norwegian rock.) Norden left Stavan- 
ger the first Wednesday after Pente- 
cost in 1836, Capt. Williamson com- 
manding, and arrived in New York 
July 12.—~-The father and mother and 
two oldest brothers of the writer of 
this article were passengers in this 
ship. The other tyig. Den Norske 
Klippe, sailed a few days later from 
Stavanger and arrived in New York 
about August 1. Each of the ships had 
nearly one hundred passengers. The 
following year, 1873, a ship called 
Enigheden (the unity.) from Egersund, 
a small reaport south of Stavanger, 
brought ninety-three immigrants. From 
that time on, the stream of Norwegian 
immigration gradually broadens, and 
Norwegian rettlements increased rap- 
Aly in number and in population in 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. 

The two Kohler brigs came from 
Stavanger in 1836, but just as the Pur- 
itans had their Mayflower in 1620, and 
the Swedes their Kalmar Nychel in 
1638, so the Norwegians had their little 
sloop called Restaurationen (the res- 
toration) in 1825, and it was loaded 
with no less precious human freight. 
THE QUAKER FAITH IN NORWAY. 

If we go back to the year 1821 we 
shall find the beginning and the causes 
of ern Norwegian emigration to 
Lars La 


the United States. rson was 


born in Stavanger September 24, 1787. 
He ame a ship carpenter, and in 
1807, durifig the Napoleonic wars, the 


Norwegian ship on.which he was em- 
ployed was captured by the English, 
he and the rest of the crew remaining 
for seven years prisoners of war. In 
1814 he, with other prisoners was re- 
leased, and he spent a year in London, 
stopping with a prominent quaker 
woman, Margaret Allen. a widow, 
mother of Joseph and William Allen, 
who held high positions at the English 
court. During his sojourn in England. 
Lars Larson had acquired a pretty 
therough knowledge of the Fnelish 
language. and had become a quaker. 
Some of his Norwegian companions in 
captivity had also accepted the quaker 
faith. In 1816 they all returned to 
Norway and at once proceeded to 
make propaganda for quakerism and to 
organize a society of Friends. Two of 
them, Halvor Halvorson and Enock 
Enockgon. went to Christiania, the 
capital of Norway, and made an un- 
successful attempt to start a quaker 
society there. Lars Larson returned to 
his native city (Stavanger,) and there 
De, with Elias Tastad and Thomas and 
Metta Hille, became the founders of 
the Society of Friends in Norway. This 
society still flourishes, and according 
to the last reports numbers about 200 
adult members. The first quaker meet- 
ing in Norway was held in Lars Lar- 
son's house in 1816. He was not a mar. 
ried man at the time, but his deaf and 
umb sister Sara kept house for him. 
During Christmas, in 1824. he married 
Martha Georgiana Peerson, who was 
born October 19, 1808, on Fogn, a smal! 
island near Stavanger. 

PERSECUTION LEADS TO EMIGRA- 

TION. 

Some of the Norwegian officials of 
that time were inclined to be arbitrary 
and overbearing. All dissenters from 
the Lutheran church, which was the 


state religion, were persecuted more or 
less by those in authority. Cruel facts 
are well authenticated, and there is 
no doubt whatever that the intolerance 
on the part the laws of Norway, 
exactly as in the case of the puritans 
in England, was the cause of the first 
exodus to America, in the nineteenth 
century. The very fact that Norwegian 
emigration began in Stavanger is 
strong evidence of the correctness of 
this view. Here it was that Larson, 
Tastad and Hille had founded a quaker 
society. In Stavanger and the sur- 
roynding country a considerable num- 
ber had been converted to the quaker 
doctrine, and there were no quakers 
in Norway outside of Stavanger. As 
in all lands and times, and as we have 
seen in the history of the Bors in 
South Africa. emigration can often be 
traced to rsecution. Thus history 
repeats itself in Norway, and the sloop‘ 
Restaurationen left Norway in 15825 - 
cause quakers were not permitted un- 
molested to worship God according to 
the dictates of their own consciences. 
Of course there were economic reasons 
also. The emigrants hoped to better 
their material as well as their religious 
condition. It should also be remem- 
bered that the common folk in Nor- 
way were displeased with and sus- 
picious of the officeholding class. There 
were some unprincipled officers who 
exacted exorbitant and unlawful fees 
for their services. With such officials 
ordinary politeness to the common 
man was out of the question. Thus 
poverty, oppression on the part 
officials and religious persecution co- 
operated in turning the minds of the 
people in Stavanger toward the land 
of freedom, equality and abundance in 
the Far West.

IN LONG BEACH. 


CITY TRUSTEES ORDER ELECTION 
HELD EARLY IN JULY. 


If Result Is Favorable Two Saloon 
Privileges Arc to Be Sold at Auction. 
Plans for Events of the Chautauqua 


Assembly. 


LONG BEACH, Jume 18.—{From The 
Times’ Correspondent.] Within three 
weeks the citizens of Long Beach will 
have voted on the liquor-license ques- 
tion, and will have decided whether 
saloons shall again be established 
within the city. 

The petition asking that such an 
election be called was presented to the 
City Trustees Monday evening. After 
am recess, in which the petition was 
considered, the board decided to cal! 
the election for July 6. The question 
to be submitted to the voters of the 
municipality is: “Shall the City Trus- 
tees license two saloons?”

CHINESE DENTISTRY. 

New York Dentist Thinks in Tooth- 

pulling at Least it is Superior—He 

Has Adopted the Method. 

{New York Sun:] Dr. Charles E. 
Coughlin has discarded the forceps in 
pulling teeth and has adopted the 
primitive rules of the Chinese by using 
nothing exce his thumb and index 
finger for t purpose. He believes 
that the sight of the forceps consti. 
tutes the harrowing part of tooth-pulli- 
ing, and that many nervous persons are 
almost ag shocked at the ht of the 
instrument as they would be if a cocked 
revolver were presented at their heads. 
He can take out the most frmly- 
rooted double tooth in a few seconds, 
and that without pain, com- 
pa-atively speaking. 

“It is all done with the thumb and 
forefinger of the hand,” he said, “and 
it is not perf 7 n b 

“In pulling a tooth by hand, it is frst 
worked around with a gentle motion 
and there is absolutely no violent 
wrenching or tugging. In a surpris- 
ingly short time the largest and most- 
firmly-rooted molar will show evidences 
of being loosened. The motion is then 
continued with an increased pressure 
outward from the pivot of the tooth, as 
it were, until it seems actually to come 
out of its own accord. It is brought 
out with a final circular twist, not more 
violent than the gentle working which 
is required to loosen it, and it is all 
over before the patient realizes that 
his tooth js being extracted. 

“It is ridiculously easy, when you 
have got the hang of it. @ tooth al. 
ways comes out, and my patients tes- 
tify that it is a comparatively painless 
process, the movement of the tooth 
being so gradual as not to produce any 
shock even to the most nervous a. 

“I learned the process from a Chinese 
practitioner. It has been — b 
the Chinese from time immemorial. 
Our method seems as crude and as bar- 
barous to them as theirs seems anti- 
quated to us. 

“In many cases we are getting to 
far away from nature with our compli- 
cated apparatus and highly-scientifie 
way of golng at things, and I have 
found that extracting teeth by han 
ie not only better for the patient, but 
also for the practitioner, for a man 6f 
sympathy must necessarily feel some 
of the horror caused by the forceps 
in an extremely nervous person, and 
pont to the extent that he is unnerved 
— a incompetent to perform his duty
